AUDUBON'S HOME. 


Ti.0 EsisiB of the GrrHt Nntnrallst Noir 


Eolng Cut Into KuildiuK Lots.

>rsiv YOEK, Oct. I-!.— Tho great natu-. 


.T.::;.t whoso studies ot the birds ot North 
America Immortalized his name is not 
forgotten in tho neighborhood whoro ho 
lived and died, ovon though it was a corner 
of N»w York city that is growing busior 
-7.0 i>::r; tmcKly settled yrtir by year, and 
;vua though It was as long ago as 1651 
that ho died. 


It was nt tho foot ot what is now Ono 


Hundred and Fifty-flfth street, on tliu 
thoro of the Hudson river, that tho old 
Aiuluboii mansion was built In 1S43. Au- 
dubon was a man of wealth and owned a 
floo estate, running from Tenth avonuo to 
the river and fro:ii Ouo Hundred and Fif- 
ty-fifth street to Ono Hundred and Fifty.- 
oighth. It wus n buantifnl part of Wash- 
ington -Heights, and 
tho house that 


adorned it, though it sooms plain enough 
now, 
was an oloKiint one for its timo. 
It 


stands on low ground somo 300 feet back 
from thp. rivor, with tho hills behind it, 
nnd is surrounded by a grove of noblo for- 
est troos. A well kept lawn strotohos al- 
most to Uio river bank, though n 'railroad 
cuts off its I'dgo, and tho place is kept in 
beautiful order, bulng the msideuco now 
of os-Mayor Tiomouu. His grounds, how- 
ever, form only a small part of what is 
still known in a general way ns Amlubou 
park, though it is no park, but has boon 
cut up iuto building plots nud sold, piece- 
meal, while several streets havo also boon 
out through It. On tho river gido tho trues 
have -boon mostly spared, and tho villas 
that havo boon built are veritable country 
boats occupied by wealthy .people, so tho 
word "park" sooms applicable oiiough. 


A further stop toward the preservation 


Of tho name has boon taken in tho laying 
.out of Audubun avenue. "This work is not 
yot completed, but n part of.J.ho avenue 
has boon opunud, and when it is finished 
tho ' lowor oud or 16 is to lio opposite tho 
north gate of Trinity comotory, on Ono 
Hundred aud 'fifty-fifth street. It wus tho 
fact that the avonuo was to ond tlicro that 
determined tho location of tha beautiful 
monument which was unveiled somo two 
years and a half ago, for that was placed 
near tho north gate so that it will tuco'di- 
rootly up the avonuo.

CUTTING CORN FODDER.. 


When It Pays to Cut Fiuo—Different Styles 


of. Cutters and Splitters. 


Hare are'somo practical points from a 


correspondent who has.practiced cdttin.fr 
corn fodder for, ii number of years and 
finds that it pnys for horses aud sheep. 
He writes" to Ohio Farmer that be finds 
four kinds of cutters on tho market. 
One has knives attached to 'a revolving 


i cylinder ; another has knives in a large 


i wheel running at right angles with 


throat of -machine; the third, the hand 
cutter; the fourth has a series of .knives 
attached tc a.shaft in such a way as to 
cut and split, making fiuc.cut of butts 
as well as tops.' The product of the dif- 
ferent kinds of machines only differs in 
length of cut' and the last being a-split-- 
ter. Eo writes: 
" 
: 


In cutting corn fodder tha quantity orre 


lias to bo consumed per head must govern 
the degree of fineness into which the f od: 
dcr is cue. . If -one has n large amount of 
fodder to feed, and tho amount of, stock ia 
small, it will be poor policy to'run the 
coarse, woody butts through the digest- 
ive organs of any animal. 
Henco the 


fodder must bo'cut in such a manner as- 
to enable, tho animal to eat that which 
is desirable and reject the other por- 
tions. 


Tbe coarser fodder is_ cut tho nearer 


this desirable point will be reached. If 
one has only a limited amount of fodder 
•with a large amount of stock, where 
much grain is fed -to fatrecng animals, 
tho finer fodder is cut the more value 
will be obtained from it. 
Experience 


has taught tbe observing feeder that a 
certain amount of coarse, bulky food of 
some kind must be fed in connection, 
with grain rations to secure the highest 
degree of'digestion as well as preserving 
the health of the anfmal. 


The next thing to be considered in 


buying a cutter is tho available power 
ono has for reducing one's fodder to the | 
desirable consistency. 
Koto this one. 


point, that tho shorter tho cut the high- | 
ur the speed must be to accomplish a" 
certain amount of work ia a given time; ' 
hence the greater must be the grower.. 
Cutting and splitting machines that run 
at a rate of 1,000 revolutions per miu- 
uto cannot be successfully run by hand: 
or horsepower. Another objection comes 
with tho fine cutting—thut is, the d;mr 
ger of heating. 
Only small quantities 


an be cut at utirnn, as heating is sure ta 
spoil large quantities in case of warm 
weather and dump fodder. 


.Cutters thut have knives attached to 


'n revolving shaft or cylinder .ire r.'lso 
objectionable, as the rnpid revolving of. 
tho shaft or cylinder does not give suffi- 
cient time for length of cut. I have in 
uso a Swiss cutter with two knives IS 
inches long in a whc-ol -14 
s inches in di- 


ameter, running at right angles with 
the throat knives, adjustable by menus 
of set screws to throat plate, thus al- 
ways insuring n perfect shear cut. With 
this machino a length of about 2>£ 
inches can be cui. 
This length pnrt>y- 


overcomes the objection of length aquai 
to or shorter than diameter of stalk?, 
which causes soro mouth by standing 
on end in tho animal's mouth, ranking 
short length highly objectionable. 


Even with .this length, 2J<< inches, I 


have never found it profitable to cut 
fodder for cattle, as they do not relish 
it as well, as in its natural state, espe- 
cially BO in warm weather. I would 
only recommend cutting for horses a:id 
sheep, and this iu lengths of three inch- 
es if a machine could he obtained to cut 
that length. The existing feature in all 
machines of two cutting knives for each 
revolution makes it impossible for the 
feed to advance to that length. The 
hand cutter would be tho only machine 
that would give these desired results. I 
havo seen thoso with high speed cutters 
and splitters havo the cutting fever, and 
havo ECOU the chills follow.

BORDEAUX MIXTURE.'

New Cttothoa-of Pr«p»rlDB. It Deacrlbod »* 


R Meeting'of SciintiiU. 


At the-receat meeting of the Aseocia-i 


tion of Agricnltnrfll Scientists Mr. Swin- 
gle of tba dnpartment of agrioultnie d&. 
scribed a-uew-aethod' of .preparing bor-. 
deans, a summary of which is'given by 
Rural New Yorker as follows: 


• Where bordeani miiture ia twod on 
an'extensive scale-'it paye to prepara 
stock solutions • of both the copper, sul- 
phate; and the lime. The stock solntion 
of oppper sulphate is prepared by dis- 
solving in "a barrel holding 60 gallons 
of water, 'i00 .pounds of the blneetone. 
The latter'is dissolved by suspending it 
in'a sack just beneath the gnrface of the 
'liquid. ' Th'e usual 'plan is to pnt into' 
tho barrel SO"gallons of water and'then. 
mark the point where the liquid stands.. 
About one-third'of the water is thea 
poured out, and the 60'ponnds of copper 
sulphate, which" has been previously tied 
in a coariie' gnnny sack, is suspended 
over the edgo of the barrel and allowed 
to reach just beneath the irarfaoe of the 
liquid.

When-all the copper sulphate is dis- 


solved, the empty bag is taken out, and 
3 sufficient' quantity of pure water is 
added' to bring the solution in the bar- 
rel up to 50 gallon mark again.'It- will 
bo.seGn that- every gallon of • the liquid 
Contains about two pounds of copper sul- 
phate in'solntion.- This-stock solution is 
. 


set- away in » convenient • place, and *-. 
when wanted is drawn from the barrel 
through a wooden spigot ac the bottom. 


Tho stock lime preparation is made in 


auch the same wnj. . Fifty pounds o£ 
lime are placed ia a barrel and thea 
slaked in ihe" -usual fashion. 
When 


slaked, sufficient water is ad'ded'to bring 
cbe whole mass up to a previously de- 
termined EO gallon mark 


The stock lime is also stored in some 


convenient place, but it is best to ar- 
racfie to • remove what is wanted from 
the top-of the barrel rather than attempt 
to draw it ;oft" through a spigot. 


To prepare bordeaux mixture it u 


necessary to- tato a certain number of 
gallons of the copper Etilphate solntion 
and a certain number of the lime solu- 
tion and. mix them -in some saitabls 
vessel. Mr. Swingle find that the more , 
concentrated the two preparations ara 
when poured together the less-satiffao- 
torr-wiir oo the resulting mixture. T3or- 
doaux mixture, when made from snch 
concentrated preparations, is likely'to . 
be flaky and granular and will very 
ROOU settle. Ha recommends therefore • 
tbat in making the mixture' both the 
lime and-the copper sulphate soluticn 
should be greatly diluted before bring- 
ing ibem'Jagether. Mr. Swingle would 
prepare what' we'ordinarily,.call the 50 
gallon Bordellos mixture as follows: Di- 
lute three gallons of tho stock solution, 
of copper.sulphate'with water to 20 or 
25 gallons. '-'In another vessel pour two 
gallons -of'-tbo stock lime preparation 
and dilute this with about 15 gallons'of 
water. Pour the copper sulphate solu- . 
tion and the lime preparation slowly to- 
gether, and then Stir thoroughlyfor^two 
or three minutes -with a long handled, 
broad-bladed wooden paddle. It will be 
seen that this mixture contains six 
pounds of copper sulphate and four 
pounds of lime. 


Mr. Swingle suggests a simple meth- 


od, which, if' used when the first barrel 
of boi-deaux. mixture is made up, would 
answer tiiitil tho stock copper sulphate 
solntion and .the stock lime are exhaust- 
ed. Oi course when a new supply of tha 
stock preparations is made np it will be 
neceasary'aguin to test the first barrel o{ 
tho mixture. 
All that is .required to 


mako the test is an ordinary penknife 
and a piece of emery paper. 
The knifo 


blade is inserted for a couple of minutes 
:n the mixture, and if there is any free 
copper present it will show as a th:u ^ 
film on the steel blade of the iiiife. 
If 


there is no free copper present,.the knife 
blade will not be tarnished. If'the kiiife 
blade shiiws.-th'e.preseuco of copper, it is 
only necessary to add a small quantity 
of liiiie. 
Tho emery paper is used sim- 


ply to remoye (be copper film from tha 
knife blade. Half a minute's polishing 
with the paper will put the blade in 
condition for another test.

At tbo last meeting of the Association 


of the Agricultural Colleges and Espor- 
imeut Stations Professor Card of Xe- 
brnsk,i presented scmo facts concerning 
experiments last year at the station at 
Lincoln. ' 111 October last it was fonnd 
that soil which hnd been cultivated dur- 
ing the entire season had 20 per cent of 
moisture as compared'with 17 per cent 
in that which hud been cultivated only ' 
in the early part of the season i»nd 14 
percent iu tlmt which had been pas- 
tured or mowed. 
-Where the surface of 


the soil was mulched thero was more 
moisture near the surface, out littlo or 
no effect was produced at- lower depths. 


Central"; to • what is commonly sup- 


posed', comparatively littlo effect on the 
per cent of ir.c.istnre was produced by 
either' sub-oiling or trench plowing M 
compared with ordinary plowing.
